Certainly no one 
was more deserving of happiness, for 
no one had done more to provide hap¬ 
piness for others. For weeks she had 
been devoting a large part of her time 
to preparations for seeing that no fam¬ 
ily in Sierra Madre, however needy, 
should bo lacking in materials for a 
genuine Christmas celebration. The 
effort put fortli by iter and the com¬ 
mittee of ladies working with Iter wore 
suceessful to a degree which they had 
hardly dared to hope for. 

About a score of well filled baskets 
packed with good things for a genuine 
Christmas dinner were sent to as many 
needy families. The baskets contained 
chickens, meats, vegetables, fruits, pre¬ 
serves and cooked foods of various 
kinds which had been contributed for 
the purpose. In addition six big boxes 
of staple groceries which will last for 
days to conic were sent to families 
where they were most needed. 

The thankfulness of the recipients of 
these tilings was so great as to be 
pathetic in some cases. Most of the 
tilings went to families where there 
was an actual scarcity of the bare 
necessities of life. Some went to per¬ 
sons who had only the simplest essen¬ 
tials but were lonely and unable to 
prepare anything that would bear a re¬ 
mote t est mblanee to Christmas dinner, 
•lifts of toys for children, together with 
clothing, have also been distributed 
freely to deserving eases which have 
come to Airs. Jensen's attention. 

Response Is Generous 
Not one of the recipients of the 
Christmas bounty had a heart more 
overflowing with gratitude than had 
Mrs. Jensen at the response to the ap¬ 
peals for help in the good cause. She 
reports cash receipts of about $1b0, in¬ 
cluding $45 received from the sale of 
Red Cross Christmas stamps. This 
money was used for the purchase of 
needed articles and supplies which 
were not donated. And every giver 
had the assurance which was expressed 
by an anonymous friend who sent $5 
to Mrs. Jensen with a note saying she 
would undoubtedly know how to use it 
to the very best advantage. 

As a means of stimulating the school 
children'to greater efforts In tlicir sale 
of the Red Cross stamps Mrs. Jensen 
offered prizes to those selling the most. 
Gertrude Marsh who sold $15 worth 
was awarded an Knslgn box camera, 
Manman Halier who sold $10 worth 
was awarded a pocket memorandum 
and card ease, and Clyde Price was 
awarded a pocket dictionary for selling 
$7 worth.

PARCEL POST EXTENSION 

Beginning January 1 Important ad¬ 
ditions are made to the weight limits 
of the parcel post classification. The 
new rate schedules have been received 
by Postmaster Dickson. The limit 
within the first and second zones is 
Increased from 2u to 50 pounds, and in 
the third to eighth zones Inclusive, the 
limit is raised from II to 20 pounds. 
The old rates remain In effect for par¬ 
cels up to 11 pounds in all zones and 
increase in regular ratio on the same 
basis. 

After March 16. 1914. tile parcel post 
classification will lie extended to In¬ 
clude books. The rate on looks weigh¬ 
ing eight ounces or less will remain 
as at present, at one cent for each two 
ounces or fraction to any point In the 
country. Hooks weighing In excess of 
eight ounces will be carried at the 
regular zone rates. The zone rates will 
effect a saving up to the fifth zones, 
beyond which the rate on books will 
be higher than at present, in the eighth 
zone being Increased just 50 per cent

Gray, who returned home Wednesday 
after an absence of several weeks spent 
in New York and Rriilgcport, Conn. He 
had expected to return home for 
Thanksgiving day, but his stay was 
unexpectedly prolonged. Ilis friends 
were delighted to observe that during 
bis absence lie gained about, ten pounds 
in weight, lie was nevertheless mighty 
glad to return to the Sierra Madri 

landscape and climate, not to mention 
his family. 

At the Singer Manufacturing Com¬ 
pany's plant in Bridgeport, Mr. Gray 
"introduced the company’s officials to 
his new three-seam sewing machine 
designed especially for use in the man¬ 
ufacture of corsets. It runs three par¬ 
allel seams simultaneously, forming the 
pockets which hold the stays, and is 
l lie first machine to do such work at 
Hie high speed demanded in modern 
factories. It was pronounced a success 
both by the company's officials and by 
corset manufacturers. 

At the Singer factory duplicates were 
made under Mr. Gray's supervision of 
the machine which he had made in his 
Sierra Madre workshop. He installed 
one of the new machines in the Warner 
Brothers corset factory and left it in 
I racticnl operation. Before starting 
work on the new machine Mr. Gray was 
insured that there would be a big de¬ 
mand for it if the obstacles in his*w,ay 
could he successfully solved. In work¬ 
ing out bis models he developed some 
features which the legal experts of the 
Singer company believe will be en¬ 
titled to basic patents which will he 
extremely valuable. 


Apparently some action may be¬ 
come necessary to prevent the exterm¬ 
ination of California holly from the 
hills and mountain sides hereabouts. 
The comparatively small amount taken 
for local use would never lie missed 
except where bushes are unnecessarily 
damaged Hut every season sees an 
increasing stream of visitors coming 
by trolley and auto to gather the berry 
laden hr inches. To wander just after 
Christmas along the trails and other 
places where the holly bushes former¬ 
ly flourished is to make the heart of 
the nature lover sick. The wanton 
destruction which has been wrought 
upon th<‘ holly trees and shrubs is 
enough to stir up righteous wrath. If 
the holly hunters would be satisfied 
to cut off the tips of branches bearing 
the berries the result need work no 
injury but would probably result in 
stimulating growth. But the usual 
method seems to be to puli off as large 
branches as possible, afterward to 
break off the small branches from 
these. Fine thrifty bushes are prac¬ 
tically destroyed or permanently dam¬ 
aged and deformed. 

Christmas wreaths of novel and 
beautiful character were made and 
marketed by Harold Pegler and Doug¬ 
lass Saunders and these enterprising 
young men hants soon found their suc¬ 
cess had attracted many imitators.

It has a pretty red berry 
somewhat larger than the holly, which, 
however, ripens earlier in Jhe year 
and is not available for Christmas dec¬ 
oration.

GLYPTODONTS AGAIN 

Chicago Post. Once again the shout 
of triumph Is heard from Gotham. 
With tender care it has established 
safely in its Museum of Natural His¬ 
tory a Gi.vptodont, one of the few spe¬ 
cimens in captivity. To he sure, it is 
only a skeleton of the Glyp that New 
York has acquired, but then he was 
mostly skeleton, anyway, and so far as 
we know it is at least 5000 years since 
he had any but osseous parts with 
which to bless himself. The modern 
armadillo is a degenerate descendant 
I of the Glyptodont. The latter, we are 
told, in his palmy dnj^s roamed the 
plains of Mexico with the hulk and 
weight of an ox. His name, that sounds 
rather like a new brand of tooth pow¬ 
der. is derived from the grooved or 
fluted tusks which made hint a for¬ 
midable foe of lesser animals. He wore 
j on Immense carapace of solid bone, and 
ihus was independent of other resi¬ 
dences. He could set up housekeeping 
j wherever he found a convenient lar¬ 
der, and an ingenious device enabled 
him to pull his head beneath his roof, 
like the familiar turtle, and rest in¬ 
different to nil wars that raged about 
him Anil yet. In spite of size and pro¬ 
tective carapace, the Glyptodont censed 
to roam and ramp. He is extinct. The 
G. O'. P. sheltering itself beneath the 
solid bone—or Is it Ivory?—of the na¬ 
tional committee might learn a lesson 
from the skeleton remains of Glyp.

Names have been 
r- forged by thousands to such petitions, 
da 1 ad circulators of the petitions have 
os committed wholesale perjury, by swear¬ 
ing that the forged signatures were 
1( , affixed, in the circulators’ presence, by 
„f those whose names have been forged, 
of Hiehborn shows that those guilty of 
i, forgery and perjury last year in con- 
ld neetion with the initiation of a bill to 
| legalize racetrack gambling were not 
t j prosecuted, except in one instance, al¬ 
though the evidence against them was 
^ conclusive. In the one exceptional ease, 
the forger and perjurer was convicted, 

I hut was allowed to walk out of the 
' ‘■ourtroom on probation, practically a 
* re( ‘ hian. ft was predicted at the time 
'hat the failure to prosecute the per- 
iurers and forgers would encourage the 
criminal and semi-criminal elements 
to resort to forgery and perjury, in in- 
l yoking tlie Initiative and Referendum 
• s to block the purposes of the people of 
? < 'alifornin. 

'• Hiehborn in the Star article, shows 
that these predictions have iu an 
• alarming extent been fullllled. Forged 
- names have been found on all the Ref- 
s premium petitions which were circulat¬ 
ed after adjournment of the 1913 tegis- 
1 lature. On petitions to hold up meas- 
t ures aimed at correction of tenderloin 
> conditions literally thousands of furged 1 
signatures have been found. This Is I 
particularly true of the Grant-Bohnett 1 
redlight abatement act. I 

this measure, Hiehborn shows, gives 
tlie plain citizen powers, at present ^ 
held exclusively by district attorneys, 1 
to proceed against houses of prostitu- * 
'ion as a nuisance. Fie shows that with ‘ v 
'1 is law in effect, no house of prostitu- v 
t'»n could exist in the residence fair- ^ 
thin of any community, and that in ad- 1 
dilion unclean investments In the ex- c 
phiitatiun of unfortunate women of the 0 
underworld, amounting to millions of 
dollars, would he rendered insecure. P 
Investors in underworld enterprises 
have attacked this law, and held it up i! 
under tiu' referendum. So many forg¬ 
eries appear on the referendum peti¬ 
tions, Hiehborn shows, that It has been n 
alleged that without these forgeries the j 
petitions do not contain a number of 
names sufficient to prevent the measure

' If that be the ease,” says Hiehborn, 
men guilty of felonies—forgery and 
I or jury have by forgery and perjury ‘’ !l 
set aside an act of the legislature. And 1,1 
serious though this is. the incident sug¬ 
gests even more serious possibilities. 

If the criminal and semi-criminal ele- ^ 
merits are permitted to believe that 
forgery and perjury in connection with 
direct legislation petitions can be com- vvi 
inltted with impunity, then the initla- pa 
live and referendum and recall, instead 
of remaining society's best safeguards, 
will be employed by the criminal ele- ri * 
merit against society." 

But the writer points out that all 
that is necessary to protect society he 
against such forgery and perjury, is ;in 
vigorous enforcement of the law He 
against the forger and the perjurer. 
When a district attorney fails to act

NEW AUTO TAX 

Eow motorists in the state are really 
aware of the provisions of the new 
motor registration hill, which goes into 
effect at midnight, December 31, 1013 , 
says the Pasadena Star. This new law 
is the one which the Autoifiobile Chin 
of Southern California will resist iu 
the courts. 

The bill provides, first and foremost, 
for the following annual fees 
mobiles: 

Less than twenty horsepower, 
nually, $ 5 . j 

Twenty horsepower and over, hut 
less than thirty horsepower, annualh 
$ 10 . 

Thirty horsepower and oyer, but less 
than forty .horsepower, annually. $ 15 . 

Forty horsepower and over, but less 
than fifty horsepower, annually. $ 20 . 

Fifty horsepower and over, but less 
than sixty horsepower, annually. $ 25 . 

Sixty horsepowt r and above, annu¬ 
ally. $30. 

Tlie revenues derived from such fees 
are to be used exclusively for the con¬ 
struction nnd maintenance of high- 
t\.i)s. one-half of the fees going to the 
county in which the vehicle registered 
is owned. But the Dill is deemed un¬ 
fair by many motorists because it 
places such fees exclusively on 
driven vehicles nnd exempts 
drawn ones. 

A similar bill was enacted by the 
Wisconsin legislature and is reported 
to have been declared unconstitutional 
by the courts in that state. It is pat¬ 
terned after the Massachusetts state 
highway law. 

The resistance to the California law 
in the courts will ho on the ground 
that it is double taxation and there¬ 
fore unconstitutional.
